I read it through. A spectacular 
career,*in the American manner, 
is in that skeleton array of abbre- 
viations and phrases.

Our_own paths crossed as he 
moved on toward Florida and a 
national meeting. I never really 
was able to ask a question. I an- 
swered. Later I heard him talk 
informally to a few persons gath- 
ered to meet him.

A quiet, tall, completely poised 
man, he reflects the full meaning 
of the word ‘“‘education.’’ He is 
one of the many men in the top 
flights of American business who 
came from university life. He is 
-one who nullifies the popular 
American tradition, created ard 
fostered by the smart-alec ig- 
norant, that an educated man is 
not good at business. 

His career is a peculiarly 
American one, possible only in a 
system of opportunity such as 
this country, offers. 

His company is one of the great 
business enterprises of the world. 
It began seventy-odd years ago 
in a basement room in Newark, 
N. J., with two clerks and two 
or three solicitors in the town. 
Today it has assets of about ten 


billion dollars. One out of every | 


five persons in this country is in 
some degree protected by one of 
its policies. 


_Bigness 


Carrol Shanks doesn’t care for 
concentrated ‘“‘bigness.’’ If ‘‘big- 
ness’’ can do a job for’its com- 
munity, then it is acceptable. If 
not it is too big. If any business 
becomes so big it loses the abil- 


ity to function save through a 


long, complicated, inefficient 
“string of command,” -then it 
cannot recognize, or use, its full 
potential of managerial talent and 
produces an imbalance in its 
community, especially as regards 
service and the labor market. 

So, before his own company 
became too big, his directors 
accepted his plan for decentral- 
ization. 

“Tf that doesn’t mean - auton- 
omy, then don’t decentralize,” 
he says. Results from the first 
step have been gratifying. Abili- 
ties, ideas and improved morale 
have produced more business. 

Because he is an educated man 
in the full meaning of the word, 
he understands that all business 
and enterprise depend on the re- 
newal of a nation’s wealth 
through conservation of résources 
— timber and farm land espe- 
cially. 

And, too, he would conserve 
another great asset—the initiative 
and opportunity of the individual 
so that this country may con- 
tinue along the path taken at its 
birth. Therefore, all ‘“‘bigness’’ 
must examine itself. 

Next time I see him I want wo 
ask some questions.

servicemen and women of voting 
age will be deprived of their con- 
stitutional right to vote this year. 

“T am confident that all mem- 
bers of Congress and all state of- 
ficials will join me in the determi- 
nation that those who are on the 
front line in the defense of our 
freedom shall have a chance to 
exercise one of the great rights 
associated with that freedom.”’ 

With his message, the President 
sent to the Capital the study made 
by the American Political Science 
Association. It made recommenda- 
tions for federal, state and ad- 
ministrative changes in absentee 
voting laws. Truman had asked 
this organization last Oct. 23 to 
make the study. 


FEDERAL BALLOT 


The committee, with one dis- 
sent, recommended the use of a 
federal ballot this year in cases 
where state laws were not suf- 
ficiently improved in time to give 
armed service members from 
those states the right to vote. 

The President, in this connec- 
tion, said: 

‘There are administrative and 
legal difficulties in the use of a 
federal ballot, and our experience 
with it under the cumbersome 
procedures set up by the federal 
law of 1944 was not encouraging, 
but the findings of the committee 
point out ways of avoiding some o 
the difficulties experienced in that 
year.

McCarthyism and the Wisconsin Vote 


There are three factors involved in the 
Wisconsin primary which lift it above the 
level of just another popularity contest for 
Senator Taft, although his future aspirations 
for the presidency may hinge upon them. 

The three factors are two five-star gen- 
erals, whose names are not on the ballot and 
cannot be written in, and McCarthyism— 
which is a national issue and which must be 
fought out in Wisconsin as well as through- 
out the nation. 

Candidates Harold Stassen and Warren of 
California will divide the support for Gen- 
eral Eisenhower. Other voters who may 
prefer a military man will have the oppor- 
tunity to cast their ballots for a MacArthur 
stand-in, Grant Ritter, of Beloit, Wis. It 
is surmised that some Democratic as well 
as independent voters may cast their lot with 
the Republicans in the effort to eliminate 
Taft. 

The part which McCarthyism may play in 
the coming elections throughout the nation, 
and even in the presidential balloting itself, 
depends largely on Taft’s success in Wiscon- 
sin. The Ohio senator has thus far openly 
supported Senator Joe McCarthy’s irrespon- 
sible and unethical methods which are a very 
real threat to personal liberties and freedom 
of thought and action—foundations of our 
government and political system. 

Those who criticize Taft for his failure to 
repudiate something in which he could not 
believe and keep his reputation for integrity 
find support in an excellent study in the April 
issue of Harper’s by Richard H. Rovere, en- 
titled “What’s Happened to Taft?” Mr. 
Rovere points out: 

“Taft not only supported McCarthy but in 
one way far outdid him in irresponsibility. 
McCarthy at least claimed to believe that all 
the people he was denouncing as Communists

Lockheed Looks Ahead 


To Peace Production 


Lockheed Aircraft’s vice-president, Court- 
land S. Gross, said publicly this week that 
his company plans to make the Marietta 
bomber plant a permanent member of the 
Lockheed family. He said that facilities are 
being set up to design and build a Lockheed 
plane here in Georgia. 

We had anticipated an announcement like 
this from the Lockheed company. We have 
been sure that its officials would see the ad- 
vantages of this region as a site for air- 
plane manufacture. 

Lockheed already means much to Geor- 
gia. Besides an employment roster of 10,700 
and a weekly payroll of almost a million 
dollars at the bomber plant, the company has 
placed subcontracts in Georgia which have 
meant $15,000,000 income to small industries. 


These benefits will increase as the plant 
goes into production on the jet bombers. 

Warplanes must be built these days. 
Since that is true, we are glad some of them 
will be built in Georgia. 

But we will be happier when the day 
comes that Lockheed can convert to peace 
and use the huge facility at Marietta to con- 
struct jet planes for civilians. 

Other nations are ahead of us on the use 
of the jet for commercial travel. On May 
2 the British Overseas Airways Corpora- 
tion will start the world’s first jet airliner 
service. On the 6,724-mile route between 
England and South Africa, four-engined jets 
will carry passengers at 450 to 500 miles 
an hour. 

Right now our own jet aircraft industry 
has its hands full trying to catch up with 
the Soviets in military production. But the 
time will come, we hope, when it can turn 
to the pursuit of our competitors in peace- 
time air travel. 

When that time comes the presence here 
in the South of a great aircraft corporation 
like Lockheed engaged in the manufacture 
of huge passenger and/or cargo carriers will 
do much to make secure our economic future. 

Georgia’s industrial development to date 
has been rather one-sided, with the emphasis 
on textiles. As we have learned through ex- 
perience with the one-crop’ system in agri- 
culture, diversification is desirable. At Lock- 
heed we are establishing the basis for a grow- 
ing heavy industry and the development of 
new skills and techniques.

Three Million Pending 
For Buford Dam 


The House of Representatives appropria- 
tions committee recommendations Thursday 
contained both good news and bad news for 
Georgia. 

The committee reported favorably on the 
allotment of $3,000,000 for Buford Dam on 
the Chattahoochee River near Atlanta. Con- 
gressional approval, expected before July 1, 
means that vital work on this project can 
continue. 

The bad news was the committee’s re- 


fusal to grant funds for Hartwell Dam. That‘ 


means Congressman Paul Brown and others 
who have been pushing the Hartwell project 
must marshal their forces toward justifying 
the proposed dam on the Savannah. They 
have indicated that they intend to do just 
that. 

This section of the state, particularly At- 
lanta, has Sen. Dick Russell arid Rep. James 
C. Davis to thank for their promotion of the 
Buford project. 

Buford Dam will have flood control bene- 
fits on the Chattahoochee just as Allatoona 
has on the Etowah. Engineers estimate that

“Imagine a general application of this doc- 
trine! Imagine a prosecutor’s office that func- 
tioned on the principle that Taft laid down 
on March 22, 1950! Imagine a congressional 
investigation of the corruption of government 
officials by business interests that sought evi- 
dence by making indiscriminate accusations 
of fraud and bribery! 

“It is doubtful if American history pro- 
vides an instance of a man comparable in 
stature and prestige to Taft saying anything 
as subversive of democratic values and the 
values of any sort of civilized human society 
as the words of encouragement offered Mc- 
Carthy by Taft.” 

Although McCarthy himself is not being 
voted on directly in Wisconsin Tuesday, his 
shadow is there and the tactics being em- 
ployed against General Eisenhower follow his 
pattern. The technique of the smear should 
be repudiated by American politics and poli- 
ticlans through pressure of the people them- 
selves. Ultimately they become the victims 
of such practices, as we have seen demon- 
strated so well in the recent history of the 
world.

States His Views 


WASHINGTON—Speaking of 


candidates 


who speak out, we had a brush with a really 
fearless one the other night—Sen. Dick Russell, 
the Georgia Democrat who right now swears he could swing more 
delegates than any other Democratic candidate. 
“That include Mr. Truman?” he was asked. The senator said, 
“Mr. Truman is not going to run.” 


How did he know? 

“That’s easy. No head of a 
party would let it get into the 
condition the Democratic Party 
is in today if he planned to run.” 

When was he going to get 
out and campaign? 


“Somebody’s got to mind 
the store,” Russell, perhaps 
the busiest man in the Senate, 
said. “But YTll be _ getting 
around to it when I get my 
legislative work done. I hope 
to spend a week in Florida be- 
fore the primary there. I meet 
Senator Kefauver there. Do I 
expect to win? Sure. The 
whole Florida delegation in 
Congress is for me, and I 
guess Governor Fuller Warren 
is, too. He’s come out for the 
President. But he hates Estes 
even more than he likes the 
President. So maybe he'll be 
for me.” 


How about FEPC? 

“I’m against it. I’m against 
any such federal encroachment. 
Before Mr. Roosevelt’s time the 
federal government loomed up 
in the life of the average citi- 
zen only in two respects. He 
paid it some modest taxes 
now and then and every once in 
a while he was asked to serve on 
a federal jury. Now it’s every- 
where you turn. 

“It would be a terrible thing 
for this country if every busi- 
nessman had a little man from 
Washington peering over his 
shoulder each day, telling him 
who he could and could not hire, 
who got a raise and who didn’t, 
and how to run the business. 
FEPC goes so far beyond the 
color question that it would take 
a week to explain its implica- 
tions. Besides, the Negro in the 
South has a sounder economic 
setup than anywhere else.” 

How about U. S. representa- 
tion at the Vatican?

resentative there. The relations 
between religious groups in this 
country have never been bet- 
ter than today.

And once upon a time I was a 
candidate for the Democratic 
nomination, from 4 o’clock one 
afternoon at Philadelphia (in 
1948) until midnight. Got 263 
delegates, and wasn’t even 
there.” 

Didn’t he realize that the 
South hasn’t produced a presi- 
dent since ...ah.., 

“Since Zachary Taylor. That’s 
90 years. I think a lot of us 
underestimate the fantastic ef- 
fects of the fratricidal strife 
(Civil War). It took from 1864 
until 1940 for Atlanta real estate 
to return to its former value. 
Sooner or later the discrimina- 
tion against the South will end.” 

With the industrialization of 
the South, and growth of an 
urban middle class that is not 
slavishly devoted to past po- 
litical insularity, the registra- 
tion of Republicans is on the up 
in the South. Any chance of its 
going GOP soon? 

“Maybe someday .. , you can 
never prophesy exactly what an 
independent people will do. But 
I hope it doesn’t go Republican 
too soon.”

Willey and Ray Crone have been the two outstanding rookie de- 
velopments of the Cracker spring. Willey is but a second-year man, 
Crone approaches his fourth. On a club whose pitching strength is 
ordinary except in numbers, they have seized the oars and stroked 
well. | 

Willey, who will not be 20 until June 6, spent his break-in 
season at Quebec, member of the Class C. Provincial League 
in Canada. He was the leading pitcher in the league, based 
on a double-barreled record of 15 wins and five defeats, and a 1.95 
earned run average. He pitched 16 complete games and struck out 
137 in 184 innings. For this, he won promotion to Hartford. and 
then, after wintertime thought, to Atlanta. In Boston headquarters, 
he is rated among the Braves’ brightest young pitching properties.

Crone has the poise of a man who’s been around, as demon- 
strated in New Orleans Wednesday night. John Perkovich, once 
the cornerstone of Memphis’ pitching staff, started for the 
Crackers and retired under heavy fire. Crone came aboard, cut 
off the Pelicans’ run allowance and it was a new ball game. Crone 
stopped them cold, the Crackers caught their breath and won
